Homery Suewernu : 


That your Petitioners would bibl call the attention of your Hon- 
orable, House to the existing law which establishes the qualification 
and regulates the exercise of the Elective Franchise, so far as regards 
the Electing Representatives to the two branches of the Legislative 
Assembly. 

Your Petitioners would humbly represent that the vagueness of the 
present Election Laws has led to much contusion and “dissatisfaction, 
both in regard to the precise circumstances which confer the right of 
voting, as weil as the want of any proper standard by which the mo- 
ney qualification can be ascertained. 

Your Petitioners would therefure oray your Honorable House to 
make the qualification established by law for Municipal Electors, the 
basis of qualification for the Electors to vote for members to the two 
branches of the Legislature, coupled with a proper registration of 
such voters.

A BYE-LAW 


To repeal a certain Bye-Law of this Council passed on the Tenth day of 


December, 1857, and to provide for the renewal of certain Debenturés 
therein mentioned 


y HEREAS some doubts have arisen as to the legality « of a certain 

Bye-law ol this Council, passed on the Tenth day cof December, 
in the year of Our Lord One Thousand Hight Hundred and Fifty-seven, 
andentituled, ‘A Bye-law to renew certain Debentures therein mea- 
tioned ;” be it enacted that the same is hereby repealed. And whereas 
it isnecessary that a certain Hane vsale or Debentures, issued under a 
certain Bye-law of this Council, passed on the Binekeon ih a Stik of June, 
One Thousand Bight Hundred and Bilty- ix, for the sum f Three 
Hundred Pounds, should be renewed, And whereas ihe ass essed value 
of rateable property in the said County of Norfolk for the year 1857 wad 
£1,289,818 or $5,159,272, upon which sum one thirty- “second pa ut of a 
cont on the Dollar would produce a sufficient sum for the redemption or 
the said Debenture and the interest thereon. 

Be it therefore enacted, by the Warden and Councillors of the county 
of Norfolk, in council aesembied, that the Treasurer be and is hereby 
authorized and required to issue a debenture or debentures not exccedivg 
the sum of One thousand two hundred dollars, payab! eon the first day 
ef January one thousand eight hundred and sixty-two, with interest, 
payable hall-yearly, and apply the proceeds arising from the sale ot

such debenture or debentures in the payment of the debenture issued to 
the Port Dover and Boston Plank. and Gravel Road/Company, which 
did become due on the firat day of January, 1859, t 

Be it further enacted that any diseoon: or eharge arising from the 

pale of the said Debenture or Debentures, shall be paid by the said 
Port Dover and Boston Plank and Gravel Road Company. \
